The bolt from 
here followed the ceiling tearing off the 
paper and plastering, th'cn down to the 
floor riddling the boards and the carpets 
and leaving its trace in the fwrm of a 
large black line. From the floor it 
Hashed into the bedroom corner, and'from- 
there disappeared into the cellar. 


As.far as could be seen, by a Journal 


reporter, the bolt could not be traced in- 
to or even around'the bed. where Mr. 
and Mrs. Olson had been sleeping, and 
how it entered the bed appears to be a 
mystery to all who have visited the 
home. 


•The house, which is an old structure, 


was damaged to the amount of about 
$300. The furnishings were also badly 
damaged and the total .loss will reach 
about $500.

Counsel for defendant have cited many 


well considered cases to the .contrary; 
the court has carefully read such of them 
ns are accessible, and the references in 
their brief as to the others. In many, if 
not most, of these cases, the relator was 
a claimant for the office in question, and 
while very interesting and generally in- 
structivc,'t seems to the court that they 
are not of very great value in aiding us 
to an understanding of a statute whose 
reading and intent is apparently so clear 
as is our statute. Counsel for defendant 
also cite the'court for comparison as to 
construction of statutes concerning what 
interest in a private citizen and taxpay- 
er is sufficient to enable him -to main- 
tain an action or to take an appeal, to 
the decisions in highway cases. But tne 
supreme court does not sustain tho com- 
parison contended for. In State ex rel 
Rogers 
vs. Wheeler, 07 Wis. 06, 
the 


court holds that any freeholder of a town 
who "considers himself aggrieved '• may 
appeal etc., whereas counsel maintained 
the rule to be that he must show a spec- 
ial and peculiar injury to himself and 
that the'fact that he is a resident and 
taxpayer is not sufficient.

Having arrived at the conclusion that 


the relfttor, Edwards, is a proper party 
to maintain this action, we come to the 
second question for consideration:

It commonly 
imports something less fixed and stable 
than and to that extent different from, 
domicil." In Tascwcll vs. Davenport, 40 
111 107, it is said: "A resident of a 
place is one who dwells in that place for 
some continuance of time for business or 
other purpose." Residence means much 
less than domicil, and is but one factor 
in determining domicil. A man may take 
up and continue his residence in a place 
for some special purpose, or he 
may 


elect to make it his temporary home; it 
would not therefore be his domicil, but 
would be his residence.. 


So as before said, a man may lhavc two 


residences, (but not for one and .the same 
purposes): but that he cannot be a vot- 
er or an elector, have the right to exer- 
cise the electoral franchise, in two plac- 
es simultaneously, hardly needs argu- 


icnt or citation of authority—and yet 


our supreme court 1ms been called upon 
to say that electors "cannot be lawful 
voters in two places at the same time," 
(State ex rel Wannamaker vs. Alder, 87 
Wis 558)—and to call attention to the 
statutes, Sec. 13, that "No elector shall 
vote except in the town, \vard, village or 
election district in which he actually re- 
sides;—and the courts says DT way

The court is of the opinion that the 


conclusion clearly follows that the de- 
fendant could not be an elector both in 
Racine, county and in Walworth county 
at the'same time. A brief review of the 
evidence will point'out in which place he 
was a lawful elector at the times in ques- 
tion. 


Let us now come to a conclusion as to 


what is meant by the term "household-

No matter how much a court might DC 


so disposed, there'can be no such liber- 
ality in construing these terms as will, 
lead to any conclusion other than .that 
here announced. He could not be either 
elector or householder in more than one 
plflce at the same time, for the same pur- 
pose 
It must be in one place or the 


other. It will be recalled that a man is 
an elector where lie has the right to 
vote; he lawfully votes where to is an 
elector. He is an elector and 
has a 


right to vote if he is a resident for the 
prescriocd time in the election district 
where he offers to vote, and .he can law- 
fully vote in but one place at any given 
election—if he does more the law may 
inflict a severe penalty. A residence is 
an established abode, fixed for a consid- 
erable time, whether with or without a 
present intention 
of ultimate removal, 


and a person can no more have two resi- 
'dences at the same time, for one and 
the same purpose, than Ire can have two 
domiciles. 
The right of suffrage depejids upon 


residence. The act of voting, while not 
conclusive by any means, may .be impor- 
tant evidence in determining- domicil; 
and on quastions as to residence it is en- 
titled to much greater consideration. It 
must be taken at least as evidence _ttiat 
the person exercising such act considers 
himself to be a resident at 
the place 


where he vates. To assume the contrary 
would be to assume that lie had been 
deliberately guilty of a serious offense. 
The act of >voting, while rot conclusive, 
has a otrong bearing as manifesting the 
voter's intent and opinion OB to his res- 
idence. 
. 
The conclusion seems to the court ir- 


resistable, not from the fact of voting 
alone, but from the acts of the defend- 
ant, which 
are cogent testimony, and 


from the general tenor, effect and pre- 
ponderance of the whole evidence that 
the residence of the defendant during his 
stay in Whitewater was in that city, and 
that ho was tJiere a lawful elector and a 
householder. He could not, consequent- 
ly, have been an elector and householder 
of the county of Racine for four years 
immediately b'tfore the time of his elec- 
tion to the" office in question, and there- 
fore was not eligible for election as su- 
pervisor o£ assessment for the county of 
Eacine, at the time .of such election. 


Having reached this conclusion, it. is 


not necessary to a proper determination 
of this matter to pasa upon the question 
as to the constitutionality of chapter 
445, laws of 1901, and as it is a "cardinal

The important evidence in the' case 


may be briefly stated, :ind is uncontra- 
dicted. Mr. Moras designed

Mr. Morse visited the farm 
occasionally for business purposes, but 
10 had no residcnco in Racine county 
during this time where he maintained a 
home for himself and family, and wjiile 
so living in Whitewater, Mr. Morse says 
the domestic establishment there main- 
tained was the only one maintained by 
him for his -family. Mr. MOTH* also says 
'we did not intend to use that part of 
the house reserved on the farm as the 
place of residence of myself and family; 
while we lived in Whitewater that was 
the place of residence of myself and fam- 
jy." M*. Morge's.name was-on the reg- 
istration and poiL lists of the city of 
Whitewater, and he voted there, at least 
twice, during the timo he was there. He 
also acted as an assignee in Whitewater 
bv appointment of the circuit court, and 
he 'paid a personal property tax in that 
city. 


The competent evidence bears out the 


statement made, under objection, by Mr. 
Morse, that ho and his family mow*, to 
Whitewater for the purpose of establish- 
ing a home fSr a time, while Hie daugh- 
ter was attending school. That the dur- 
ation of their stay there was uncertain, 
and that they intended to return to Ra- 
Rine county, which, it appears,' they at 
not time intended abandoning as their 
permanent home. The court is reraindod 
by counsel for defendant of an opinion 
written by the present judge oi this 
court, then in another court, 
wherein 


the subject of domioil was exhaustively 
considered, The question in that case 
was to determine the domicil of decedent 
for the purposes of succession. In that 
case, as in. the one at bar, tha questions 
and conclusions as to domicil lor suc-

different and far apart. If

rule of propriety with courts that they 
should not unnecessarily question or 
deny the constitutionality of an act of 
tho legislature," no decision upon that 
feature of the case is made. 


No word ot doubt is heard, no ques- 


tion raised in the case, concerning the 
ability or competency of the defendant 
to properly discharge the duties of the

There is no intimation but that tr.e of- 
fice was honorably sought, honorably se- 
cured, and its duties honorably discharg- 
ed. There is no question in the case 
concerning the justice or desirability of 
some equitable results such as this^aw 
was evidently designed to bring about. 
The questions involved in the Case are. 
not whether an equable system of taxa- 
tion is in vogue in the state, .nor wheth- 
er any property within the state may bo 
escaping its just taxation. The only is- 
sue, purely a technical one, is whether 
the defendant was eligible to election to 
the office in question at the time he was 
chosen by i;hc county board; and,upon 
the evidence in the case the court is con- 
strained to decide this negatively, fiie 
defendant is confronted with a condition 
of facts that bring about this result. 
While counsel, in tne interest of their 
client, may properly ask it, the court 
can not, as before said, excroise any such 
liberality or discretion in this case, upon 
the evidence and what it believes to be 
the law.'consistent with its conscientious 
sense of duty, as will lead it to any con- 
chnion other than that here announced. 


Judgment will follow accordingly.

ing nutrients most cheaply. When,sow- 
Jng alfalfa, they use plenty of seed, 
hare land rich and .well prepared and 
mow- off •weeds'till alfalfa-Is well: estab- 
lished. They; have cut 'twenty-sli and 
one-half ^tonn green alfalfa an acre In a 
year.

cut just before the blossoms are falling, 
as wheat hardens even more rapidly 
than- rye. Wheat for soiling is seeding 
thickly also, making more and better 
feed than as-sown for Brain,

McConuen of Minnesota Is active In 
protecting the farmers against "cream- 
ery sharks," says New. Sort Produce 
Review. This is to be highly appreci- 
ated,'but nevertheless It-seems to ns 
that there is'reason to make some dis- 
tinction between creamery promoters, 
often unjustly called Indiscriminately. 
creamery sharks. A creamery promot- 
er .who dtses hlsxwork honently/and 
only urges the establishment of a 
creaowry after having satisfied him- 
self that there'are cows enougtrto sup- 
port It is* a benefactor to the districts 
in which he .worJca and-Is justly enti- 
tled to a higher price for the creamery, 
outfit to pay |hlm for his trouble when 
compared with one sold to a communi- 
ty that has done Its own "promotion" 
,work or been' assisted by tbo dairy, 
commissioner. The :frand of charging 
two prices for aKateamery outfit la but a 
amall^one when compared with tlmt-of 
inducing a cotomnnlty to build a cream- 
ery, no matter how. cheap, where-there 
are not enough cows to support it Tire 
real creamery, shark commits both 
thew frauds. It. Is a question /In our 
mlnd whether—1f the cows arc there 
and the people are willing to milk 
them—it Is- not'a poor policy to put up 
a'cheap creamery anyway. With the 
above proviso there can be no donbt 
that the creamery, or cheose factory. Is 
bound to bo a permanent success, and 
there Is no reason why a cheap tempo- 
rary building and outfit should be.put 
In. Poor management may, for a time 
make the Issue doubtful, but If the 
milt Is there tho ultimate success is 
assured, and.there ia no earthly rea- 
son for not putting up the beat sani- 
tary plant possible.

Journal: Dear Sir—I have many times\ 
heard the question asked, "Why was .the 
Milwaukee Road 
(as formerly known) 


starting from the junction' of the oH 
RapUls Road and the Fourth ward Mil- 


,ukee roiitl, m&dc to run south east 


instead of due north arid south!" 


1 think that I can answer the question 


bqyond dispute. 


Until 1842 there was no'road or bridge 


across the river but the one at the_foot 
of -Main street, terminating at. North 
Wisconsin street. Crossing the river, by 
canoe or boat was the custom. If one 
was on the opposite side of the river 
from fciiere the boat was kept, and .he 
•wished to cross, lie, must call for the boat 
uad if it was to be had he could be row- 
ed across. That was a very familiar call 
in those days, that of "Boat, Ahoy," 


In 1838,1 think, a survey was made by 


the government officers from Milwaukee, 
for the. present old dirt road, called now 
Milwaukee Road, and as I remember it 
was located about where it is now to 
State street. That survey extended to 
Roo t river terminating at the north end 
of what is now Park avenue. 


When Sage's addition was surveyed 


there was no attention paid to this gov- 
ernment survey south 
of or beyond 


State street, but it was platted as a 
street north'of State street, 


Tn 1S30 and" 1840 it was.thought by 


some who had opposen opening the Mil- 
waukee Road that the survey was not 
legal, and there was more or less talk 
about it. The selectmen o/ the town de- 
cided to have the road route' established 
by two sets of jurymen in order to make 
it legal. In 1841, my brother, Sidney A. 
Sage, was appointed by tbe proper offi- 
cers, as an overseer to open tbe road, by 
cutting the timber and bridging where 
necessary. 


My brother, having business in the east 


at that time, resigned in my favor and 
the appointment'*was given topme. 


After meeting 'the proper officers who 


told me what to-do and who assured me 
that they would-stand by'me should any 
one try to moke me any trouble, I ac- 
cepted the appointment. I went to work 
with three OT four men cutting 
and 


grubbing the center of the road. 


We got on well until we readied that 


tract of land owned -by one Orville W. 
Barnes, where we found a low wet place 
which we bridged over, using some of 
the timber that was cut from >-aid land 
In opening the road. It was not long 
after that I received summons to appear 
at Southport (now Kenosha) to answer 
for tresspass. 


I did not appear; but Barnes with the 


noted attorney, E. C: Ryan, was on hand 
and got a judgment against me for about 
eighty dollars. 


So you see, I well remember the open- 


ing of the Milwaukeee Road from State 
street to the oldest Rapids road. 


I am glad to be able to say, that the 


road was opened and now is known as 
Milwaukee avenue. •

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 7.—Six deaths 


and a score of prostrations i.=. the heat 
record for tho past twenty-four hours. 
At 10 o'clock this morning the thermom 
•tered registered 85 degrees, with the 
mercury still rising and promising to 
pass the year's record. Last night was 
the hottest of the season. There was 
much suffering among the mill workers, 
and many were forced to return to their 
hoaies. 


CHICAGO, July 7.—A strike of the 


reight handlers has been ordered. The 
men paraded and held a meeting on the 
ake front. Between 8,000 and 9,000 men 
are out and all the railroads entering 
Chicago are affected, 


Many of the railroads had small forces 


of men previously hired on hand when 
the strike was called and by adding to it 
nen from other departments managed to 
landle perishable commodities. 


In the hiring of non-union men it is 


said the railroads run a serious risk of 
bringing about a strike of the teamsters 
who recently won their fight from the 
packers. 


The men called out include foremen, 


check, re-check, 
receiving, 
delivery 


clerks, callers, weighmasters, stevedores, 
coopers and elevator men. 


They have offered slight advances in 


wages to some of the men and reduc- 
tions have been ordered for others. This 
is the only concession that the manager-) 
have made and this is the only one they 
declare they will make. 


The roads are standing together and 


eleven of them, eastern and western 
alike, are determined to fight the union. 
The freight handlers knew the attitude 
of the roads when they took their ac- 
tion. 


In addition to preparing to fill the 


places of the prooable strikers the rail- 
road managers have made other plans. 
They have been building new transfer 
freight stations a few miles out of the 
city, one of them being located at Cor- 
liss. At these stations they expect to 
do their transfer business without inter- 
ruption. 


The manages admit thew are aware 


that a strike will mean the loss of thou- 
sands of dollars to them unless it is 
broken within a few days. Perishable 
freight will lie in cars and there will be 
no one to remove it for delivery. If the 
strike is successful none of the goods 
snipped into the city can be delivered. 
Not only the railroads but the large 
business houses will suffer. If the strike 
is prolonged the losses occasioned may 
reach well up into the millions. 


EXPECT TEAMSTERS' AID. 


The freight handlers do not expect to 


wage 
their fight unaided. They 
are 


counting on the backing of the team- 
sters, the most powerful of the local la- 
bor organizations. These men, they be- 
lieve, will refuse to deliver goods to rail- 
road freight stations or take them away. 
Again they figure that the baggage de- 
livery wagon drivers, the express wagon 
drivers and other unions of teamsters 
whose business is connected with the pas- 
.-tjnger service will also boycott the rail- 
roads'and force them to a settlement. 


It is possible that in reckoning on the 


support of the 
teamsters the freight 


handlers are 
too sanguine. President 


Young of the wagon men says that they 
will keep their contracts and remain at 
work. It 
is believed, 
however, 
that 


while the teamsters' unions will take no 
action the men as individuals will. In 
this way the contracts will not be vio- 
lated and the men will be able to afford 
the freight handlers the aid they can 
give them.

Tne first question in the case present- 


1 ed for decision by the\court is whether 
. the relator, as a citizen and. taxpayer, 
. resident in Racine county, laying no 


claim to the office in-question, has a suf- 


' ficient interest in the matter to maintain 
' this actioix 
This question has already been sub- 


stantially passed upoo by the court in 
ruling- that the question as to rektor's 
capacity to sue should have been sub- 
mitted upon .demurrer, it clearly appear- 


- ing upon the face of the complaint in 
what capacity he. instituted the action 
and by what right, interest and author- 
'jty lie claimed the attention 
of the 


court; in declining to entertain the quesr 


• tion as sought to be raised by answer, as 
in abatement, and in overruling defend- 
ant's motion for leave to withdraw the 
answer and interpose a demurrer. 


The complaint alleges that the relator 


is a resident, elector, taxpayer, freehold- 
'er and householder of and within the 
city and county of 'Racine and has been 
such for more than ten years last past 
This is not denied. 
The statutory language relating to 


this question is: "An action may be 
brought by the attorney general in the 
name of the stata, upon his own informa 
tion or upon the complaint of any pri- 
.vate party, against the parties offend- 
ing in the following cases:

It is not at all clear that the decision 


n the case State ex rel Heim vs. Wil- 
iams, 90 X. W. Rep. 452, runs contrary 
o th,e decision in State, vs. Mott, supra, 
n State ex rel Heim vs. Williams, Heim 
brought 
action of quo warranto as a 


)rivatc' person on his own motion, in the 
larne of the state, claiming title to the 
office superior to that of Judge Williams, 
the incumbent.

Removing from the last paragraph the 


words "when the'attorney general refuse 
to act or," which are not necessary t<

This statute evidently intends to and 


does make a distinction regarding -the

county. In the latter 
case, a private 


person could not maintain the action on 
his own motion unless the attorney gen- 
eral, properly roprcsfi'.ting the state in 
such inr.tancc, had been requested to act 
and ha-'l refused. But it is claimed by 
defendant that to entitle a'private per- 
son to maintain the action he must have 
an interest in the action superior to that 
of the general public—in short, that he 
must have been a candidate for the office 
in question and presently a claimant 
therefor. 
'

It must ba taken as self-evident that 


a suitor must have an interest in the 
subject matter of the action., for, of 
course, no person not a resident, elector 
and taxpayer of the particular county 
or localityi other than the attorney gen- 
eral, could maintain the 
action. But 


with the contention that he must have 
uome interest greater and superior to 
that of other citixens similarly interested 
the court is unable to agree. The stat- 
ute docs not in r,ny wise intimate that 
he must have a special and peculiar in- 
that of citizens :" 


could not maintain the action.- In fact, 
as plainly appears, the sole and only 
claim made by Heim was that of his own 
title to the office. He did not assume to 
question Judge Williams' title, as a res- 
ident, elector, taxpayer, etc., in his own 
behalf and in behalf of others similarly 
interested; he did not allege it as nor at- 
tempt to make a public matter of it at 
all. 
It was purely a personal contention. 


And there ia no doubt but that when the 
relator sues on account of his own claim 
to the office he must establish his title 
first. Furthermore, the court did not, 
as appears plainly from the case as re- 
ported, consider or pass upon the partic- 
ular language of the statute before us 
in the case at bar. The opinion quotes 
and rests upon this language:. "Such ac- 
tion may be brought in the name_of the 
state by a private person on his own 
complaint when the attorney general re- 
fuses to act," ass he did refuse in that 
case. The language which concerns this 
case at bar, 
* "or when the 
office 


usurped pertains to a county, town, city, 
village or school district" nowhere ap- 
pears in that case. The court held that 
the relator had not shown any title to 
the office, nor any interest to inquire by 
what right the respondent held it. As 
i.vfore said, he did not allege nor attempt 
to show any right or interest "to make 
such inquiry other than that of his per- 
sonal claim to the office. 
In State ex rel Wood vs. Baker, 38 


Wis, on page 81, (an action concerning 
a county office) the supreme court by 
Ryan, C. J., says in discussing the stat- 
ute relating to quo warra,nto proceed- 
-•••••<( * * tnjs branch of the sec- 
ings: 
tion gives a new proceeding by private 
parties, in the name of the fctate, with- 
out 
the use of the attorney general's 


name or office, in cases of local office, 
and in all cases in which that officer may 
refuse to act." It is plain that the 
court there was of the opinion that a 
private person may maintain the action, 
:iot only in all cases where the attorney 
general refuses to act, but as well in 
cases of local office, without the use of 
his name or oflice. 


The court is obliged to counsel for the 


able briefs submitted: a careful study of 
the origin and historical aspect of the 
writ of quo warranto has been made, and 
the court has been much interested there- 
in; but as any extended review thereof 
is unnecessary here, the matter will be 
summarized by again quoting from State 
ex rel Heim vs. Williams, where 
the 


court, in enumerating the questions to 
be considered, says': "First among these 
is the right, of the relator to maintain 
this action. Of course, if the respond- 
ent has no lawful title to the office of 
judge, the public generally may be in- 
terested in inquiring by what right he 


fleers which will support a quo warranto 
proceeding to test the" right of, the in- 
cumbents thereto, upon the ground that 
each citizen has an interest in having 
its offices legally filled,'and honestly and 
impartially administered. These offices 
are created by law for .the benefit and 
convenience of its citizens; and, if any 
usurper should assume their duties, any 
citizen whose rights, are thus violated 
may seek to have the usurper evicted, 
though he may not claim for himself a 
Tight to the office or its fees. 


"Counsel for defendant have cited many 


well considered cases to the contrary; 
the court has carefully read such of them 
as are accessible, and the references in 
their brief as to the others. In many, if 
not most, of these cases, the relator was 
a claimant for the office in question, and 
while very interesting and generally in- 
strubtive,'t seems to the court that they 
are not of very great value in aiding us 
io an understanding of a statute whose 
reading and intent is apparently so clear 
as is our statute. Counsel for defendant 
also cite the; court for comparison as to 
construction cf statutes concerning what 
interest in a private citizen and taxpay- 
er is sufficient to enable hini -to main- 
tain an action or to take an appeal, to 
the decisions in highway cases. But the 
supreme court does not sustain the com- 
parison contended for. In State ex rel 
Rogers 
vs. Wheeler, 0" Wis. 9fi, 
the 


court holds that any freeholder of a town 
who "considers himself aggrieved"- may 
appeal, etc., whereas counsel maintained 
the rule to be that he must show a spec- 
ial and peculiar injury to himself and 
that the'fact that he is a resident and 
taxpayer is not sufficient. 


Having arrived at the conclusion that 


the relator, Edwards, is a proper party 
to maintain this action, we come to the 
second question for consideration: Was 
the defendant Morse eligible for election 
to the office of supervisor of assessment 
in and for the county of Racine, at the 
time of his election by the county board 
November 26, 1901? 


Chapter 445, laws of 1001, provides for 


t.ie election in each county in the state 
of a supervisor of assessment, with pow- 
er to such officer to supervise and inves- 
tigate the work of all local assessors in 
the county. Section 2 of that act reads: 


"Such county supervisor of assessment 


shall be s,n elector and householder of 
the county not less than four years be- 
fore tlte date of such election," etc. 


The court decides, without discussion, 


that the language "not leas than tour 
years before the date of such election", 
must be taken to mean not less than four 
years immediately and continuously pre- 
ceeding the date of such election.^ 


The legislature, evidently having in 


mind the importance of the office creat- 
ed by this act, and its possible far-reach- 
ing'innuenbes and results,'designed that 
the man to be elected to such 
office 


should be identified' with the county and 


. "Residence," says 'Jacobs, ."is another 
word which is frequently used in connec- 
tion with' the subject of domicil. But 
<iiv;tt caution must be observed in its 
,-,-a i-jn^nt,'ns^it is a-word "of very in- 


n.aning,'and to which different 


:i.\Uo«!s and many shades of niean- 
; . 
a>% keeif attached. It is frequent- 


ly used 'in the sense of mere bodily pres- 
ence in a place, without reference to time 
or continuance. It is employed some- 
times to denote the most settled and per- 
manent abode there, with every conceiv- 
able shade of meaning between these two 
extremes. It is sometimes used to sig- 
nify the act' of 'residing' at a place, 
sometimes the place where a person 're- 
sides; and at other times the-relation 
between person and place. It commonly 
imports something less fixed and stable 
than, and to that extent different from, 
domicil." In Tascwell vs. Davenport, 40 
111. 1D7, it is said: "A resident of a 
place is one who dwells in that place for 
some continuance of time for business or 
other purpose." Residence means much 
less than domicil, and is but one factor 
in determining domicil. A man may take 
up and continue his residence in a place 
for some special purpose, or he 
may 


elect to make it his temporary home; it. 
would not therefore be his domicil, but 
would be his residence. 


So, as before said, a man may iiiave two 


residences, (but not for one and the same 
purposes^; but that he cannot be a vot- 
er or an elector, have the right to exer- 
cise the electoral franchise, in two plac- 
es simultaneously, hardly needs 
argu- 


ment or citation of authority—and yet 
our supreme court has been called upon 
to. say that electors "cannot be lawful 
voters in two places at the same time," 
(State ex rel Wannamaker vs. Alder, 87 
Wis. 558)—and to call attention to the 
statutes, Sec." 13, that "No elector shall 
vote except in the town, ward, village or 
election district in which he actually re- 
sides;-—and the courts says by way of 
comment, "These provisions cannot- be 
comprimised by 
any considerations of

in, a'complete victory for the governor's

The court is of the opinion that the 


conclusion clearly follows that the de- 
fendant could not lie an elector both in 
Racine county and iu Wahvorth county 
at the'same time. A brief review of the 
evidence will point out in which place he 
was a lawful elector at tHe times in ques- 
tion. 


Let us now come to a conclusion as to 


what is meant by the term "household- 
er."

No matter hovy much a court might be 


so disposed, there cam be no such liber- 
ality in construing these terms as'^vill, 
lead to any conclusion other than' that 
here announced. He could not Be either 
elector or householder in more than one 
place at the same time, for the same pur- 
pose. It must be in one place "or the 
other. It will be recalled that a' man is 
an elector where he has the right to 
vote; he lawfully votes where l;e is an 
elector. He is an elector and has a 
right to vote if he is a resident' for the 
prescrioed time in the election district 
where he offers to vote, and he can law- 
fully vote in but one place at any given 
election—if he does more the law may 
inflict a severe penalty. A residence is 
an established abode, fixed for a consid- 
erable time, whether with or without a 
present intention of-ultimate removal, 
and a person can no more have two resi- 
dences at the same time, for one and 
the same purpose, than lie can have two 
domiciles. 


The right of ' suffrage depends upon 


residence. The act of voting, while not 
conclusive by any means, may ,bc impor- 
tant evidence in determining domicil; 
and on questions as to residence-it is en- 
titled to much greater consideration. 
It 


must be taken at least as evidence that 
the person exercising such act • considers 
himself to be a resident at the plaice 
where he vates. To assume the contrary 
would be to assume that he'had b.een 
deliberately guilty of a serious offense. 
The act .of ^ voting, while not conclusive, 
has a strong bearing as manifesting the 
voter's intent and opinion as to his res- 
idence. 
:.

The conclusion seems to the court ir- 


resistable, not from'the fact of voting 
alone, but from the acts of the; defend- 
ant,'which'' are cogent testimony, and 
from the general tenor, effect and pre- 
ponderance of the whole evidence that 
the residence of the defendant during his 
stay in; Whitewater was in that city, and 
that he was there a lawful elector and a 
householder.

tereat, superior to 
general, nor is there anything in the 
statute indicating that a private relator 
must be a contestant for the office or 
have a personal interest in its emolu- 
ments. For the purpose of clear con- 
struction we sometimes read into stat- 
utes words that are not, written there, 
but only when the language of the stat- 
ute is not 
clear and is of uncertain 


meaning. This does not seem to the 
court to be such an instance. 


That the statute may be clearly un- 


derstood as it is written and reads on its 
face seems to have been settled by our 
supreme court in state ex rel Nelson vs. 
Mott, 111 Wis. 19. This was an action 
of quo warranto brought under the same 
statute under consideration in this case, 
by the relator, a private person, as an 
elector, resident and taxpayer of the 
city of Neenah, against a person alleged 
as usurping the office of school commis- 
sioner of said city. Neither the assist- 
ance nor the use of the name of the at- 
torney general were solicited. The court 
caid: "The action 'was properly brought 
fey the relator in the'name of the state. 
„_. 3466, Stats. 1898." The question as 
to the capacity of the relator is not dis- 
cussed in the opinion and it.may be tak- 
en for granted that it was the opinion of 
the court that the construction announc- 
ed in these few words was so evidently 
plain that discussion 
was unnecessary. 


It would be assuming much indeed to 
assume that thus question was-not con- 
sidered by the supreme court before and 
in announcing this decision, for the rule 
announced was the necessary • basis for 
•any further consideration of and ruling 
in the case.

The relator, Edwards, alleges that he 


brings this action in the name of the 
state in his own behalf as a resident, 
elector, taxpayer, etc., and in behalf of 
all others similarly interested. He lays 
IK) claim to any private or personal in- 
terest in the matter superior to that of 
all others similarly interested, and seeks 
to make of it only and wholly a matter 
of general public interest. That it is 
such, there can be no doubt. While 
there may be other methods of testing 
the questions raised here, this proceed- 
ing is the proper, direct and prompt 
method of determining it. It is the opin- 
ion of the court that the courts should 
be open to the'private relator, rfisident, 
elector and taxpayer, to question the 
right of the incumbent of any local pub- 
lic office, on his own motion. The sug- 
gestion that this might submit de facto 
officers to innumerable actions has no es- 
pecial force, for the courts would not en- 
tertain a second suit 
upon the same 


causes that supported a former one 
against the same officer. 


The. court adopts the view of this case 


expressed in Mecham on Public Officers 
Sec. 
490, and sustained by the courts 


there cited: 
"The interest of a citizen as a taxpay- 


er is sufficient to authorize him to insti- 
tute an inquiry into the title of one,who 
assumes to exercise the functions of a 
municipal officer." 
In 
this connection 


the supreme court of New Jersey in State 
ex rel Richards vs. Hammer, 42 N. J. 
Law Rep. 435, says: "The objects here 
in litigation are public offices, and there- 
fore things of public concern, in which 
every resident of the city of Newark has 
an interest, and I know not how the suit 
of a taxpayer of that locality is to be re- 
pulse when the ground of complaint is 
—for such is the allegation—that the as- 
sessment and revision of taxation M^hich 
affects his property is in unauthorized 
hands." 
In Daxis vs. City Council, (Ga.) 17 N. 


E. Rep. Ill, the court says: 
"That a 


citizen and taxpayer has such an interest 


be an elector and householder of the 
county not less 
the date of such election. 


AH "elector" is one who has a right to 


vote. If he exercises his franchise he 
becomes a voter, but he need not exer- 
cise it to be an elector. There is a dif- 
ference between an elector, or person le- 
gally qualified to vote, and a voter. In 
common parlance they may be used in- 
discriminately, but strictly speaking they 
are aot the s'ame. The voter is the elec- 
tor who votes—the elector in the exer- 
cise of his franchise or privilege of voi> 
jnfr—and not he who does not 
vote. 


(Sanclford vs. Prentice, 28 Wis. 360.) 


An elector is one w.ho has a right to 


vote; and he is an elector where he has 
a right to vote. The constitution of 
Wisconsin, Sec. 1, Art. 3V defines who are 
electors. "Every male person, of the age 
of twenty-one years and upwards, who 
shall have resided in the state_ for one 
year next preceeding ariy election, and 
in the election district where he offers to 
vote such time as may be prescribed.by 
the legislature, not exceeding 
thirty 


days, shall be-deemed a qualified elector 
at such election." In considering this

ability or competency of the defendant 
to properly .discharge the duties of the 
office in question, nor but that he has 
discharged his official duties faithfully, 
impartially, 
honestly 
and 
fearlessly, 


There ia no intimation but that the of- 
fice was. honorably sought, honorably' se- 
cured, and its duties honorably discharg- 
ed. There is no question in the case 
concerning the justice or desirability of 
some equitable results such as thisTaw 
was evidently designed to bring about. 
The questions involved in the case are 
not whether an equable.system of taxa- 
tion is in vogue in the state,,nor wheth- 
or any property within the state may be 
escaping its just taxation. The only ii- 
sue, purely a technical one, -is whether 
the defendant was eligible to election to 
the office in question at the,time he was 
chosen by the county board; and,upon 
the evidence in the case the court is con- 
strained to decide this negatively. The 
defendant is confronted with a. condition 
of facts that bring about this result. 
While counsel, in the interest of their 
client, may properly ask it, the court 
can not, as before said, exeroise any such 
liberality or discretion in this^.case, u,pon 
the evidence and what it believes to be 
the law.'consistent with its conscientious 
sense of duty, as will lead it to airy con- 
chwion other than that here announced. 


Judgment will follow accordingly.

Residence: The place where a man's 


habitation is fixed without any present 
intention of removing it therefrom. 


(b) An established abode, fixed for a 


considerable time, whether with or with 
out a present intention of ultimate re 
moval. 
A man cannot fix an intentionally 


temporary domicile, for the intention 
that it be: temporary .makes it in law no 
domicile, though the. abode hmy he suf 
ficientlv fixed to make it in law a resi 
dence in this sense. A man may hav 
two residences, but only one can _be his 
domicile. Residence is a fact easily as 
certained, domicile a question difficult o 
proof.

to compel the cattlemen to remove the 
fences they have illegally put up inclos- 
ing the.publlc domain. The areas thus 
inclosed amounts in Now Mexico alone 
to 250,000,000 acres and in Nebraska the 
area taken -from 
tJhe people reaches in 


many thousands of acres, as ..irs the case 
throughout the west generally. The 
cattlemen naturally in their illegal op- 
erations inclosed the very choicest of 
the government land, including the wa- 
ter courses, and.the homesteaders have 
.been obliged to make selections of the 
poorer sorb of land in too many cases. 
One-half of New Mexico is estimated to 
be now under the control of cattlemen, 
and every pressure is being made to in- 
duce congress and the president to annul 
the order to remove these fences July 1. 
The thin pretense that wtierever title is 
contested it is not illegal to fence in 
land is the barrier the New Mexico land 
robbers have set up, and a company who 
had inclosed a -million of acres is patting 
forth this defense at Washington.

heavier' tonnage. At the New Jersey 
station farm their first •soiling crop -in 
spring is rye sown thickly to get more 
stalks and leaves. Theyjbegin cutting 
rye just before It '-shows heads and 
feed for eight to ten days. The rye 
season can be somewhat extended by 
making early, medium and late sow- 
ings, they having fed rye for twenty- 
one days by ;thia plan. Bye and wheat 
for soiling ore top dressed '/with ma- 
nure or nitrogenous fertilizer. 


Next afttr rye they, begjn.to feed al- 


falfa, starting on It from May 20 to tbe 
end of the month. This they regard as 
one of thebrbest-iorsge crops, furnish- 
ing nutrients most cheaply. .When-Bow- 
ing alfalfa, they use pi enty of seed, 
have land rioh^ and .well prepared and 
mow off weeds till aJfalfarts .wellsestab- 
lished. Tlrts) have cut twenty-six and 
one-half >tons green alfalfa an acre In a 
year. 


When wheat 1» -used for soiling, it Is 


cut Just before the bk)s«>ms ore falling, 
as wheat hardens even more rapidly 
than rye. Wheat for soiling la seeding 
thickly also, making more and better 
feed than aa..9pwn for grain. .

elov«f, the*cbeap«st they grow, as- l&is 
usually groSea -*as a .< catchj : crop -^Bth 
corn, and ifc: long feeding s^aBon makes 
it especially desirable, they^iavln^.used 
k for eighteen or -'twenty Jdays. Fol- 
lowing 'crimson , clover, they use red 
cloverg«jnd,<mixed>. grasses. These are 
ausceptiWefol'.. great^'lEqiiprovement - by 
thick seeding, Increasinff the proportion 
of leaf .to stem. 


Corn' f allow 8?;gpass. ., By ea^-ly plant- 


ing of thoroughfciired. wjjte flint they 
are able to secure -two crops of corn In 
the one season. It^is their practice in 
soiling .to -do no sutamer plowing. As 
rapidly . as one crop Is removed the 
ground Js, prepared with disk or cuta- 
.wayiihofrow ahdvigivenioveT'to the next 
crop. 4owpens-are a valuable soiling 
crop, requiring, ..no hurried harvesting, 
as they keep green and growing. Soy 
beans have produced more. dry; matter 
an acre than cowpeas.

ly the common barnyard, on account of 
its quick growth. Sown Rafter iwheat, 
they have out eleven tons an acre in flf- 
•ty days.

We notice that Dairy Commissioner 


McConneH of Minnesota is active in 
protecting the farmers against "cream- 
ery sharks," says New, York Produce 
Review. This is to be highly appreci- 
ated, but nevertheless it-seems to us 
that there iS'reason to make some dis- 
tinction between creamery promoters, 
often unjustly called indiscriminately 
creamery sharks. A creamery promot- 
er .who does hisv-.work honestly c and 
only urges th'e establishment of a 
creamery after having satisfied him- 
self that there'are COWE enouglrto sup- 
port it is* a benefactor to the districts 
In which he .works- and-is Justly enti- 
tled to a higher price for the creamery, 
outfit to pay (him for his trouble .when 
compared with one sold to a communi- 
ty that has done its own '^promotion" 
iwork or'been' assisted by the dairy 
commissioner. The fraod of Charging 
two prices for a-oteamery outfit is but a 
0mallK>ne when compared with that-of 
Inducing a commmnity to bnlld a cream- 
ery, no matter how,, cheap, where-there 
are not enough cows to support it. Thes 
real creamery shark commits both' 
these frauds. It,is a question>ln our 
mind whether—1f the cows are there 
and the people are willing to milk 
them—it is Hot'a poor policy to put up 
a'cheap creamery anyway. With the 
above proviso there can be no doubt 
that the creamery, or cheese factory, Is 
bound to be a permanent success, and 
there is no reason ,why a cheap tempo- 
rary building and outfit should be put 
in. Poor management may for a time 
make the issue doubtful, but if. the 
milk is there the ultimate success is 
assured, and there Is no earthly rea- 
son for not putting up the beat eanJt- 
tary plant possible.

To the Editor- of the Racine Daily 


Journal: Dear Sir—I have many times) 
tieard the question asked, "Why was the 
Milwaukee ftoad (as formerly known) 
starting from, the junction" of the old* 
Rapids Road and the Fourth ward Mil- 
waukee road, made to run south east 
instead of due north and south?" 


I think that I cau answer the question 


beyond dispute. 
-

Until 1842 there was no road or bridge 


across the river but the one at the foot 
of -Main street, terminating at "North 
Wisconsin street. Crossing the river, by 
canoe or boat was the custom. If One 
was on the opposite side of the river 
from where the boat was kept,''and he 
wished to cross, licrinust call for the boat 
»nd if it was to be had lie could be i-ow- 
ed across. That was a very familiar call 
in thoae days, that of "Boat, Ahoy." 


In 1838,1 think, a survey was made by 


the government officers from Milwaukee, 
Eor the present old dirt road, called now 
Milwaukee Road, and as I remember it 
was located about whore it is now to 
State street. That suzvey extended to 
Root river terminating at the north end 
of what is now Park avenue. 


When Sage's addition was surveyed 


there was ^o attention paid to this gov- 
ernment survey souih of or beyond 
State street, but it was platted as a 
street north of State street. 
' 


'In 1880 and" 3840 it was thought by 


some who had opporien opening the Mil- 
waukee Road that the survey was not 
legal, and there was more or less talk 
about it. The selectmen qf the town de- 
cided to have the road route'established 
by two sets of jurymen in 6rder to make 
it legal. In 1841, my brother, Sidney A. 
Sage, was appointed by the proper offi- 
cers, as an overseer to open the road, by 
cutting the timber and bridging where 
necessary. 
' 


My brother, having business in the east 


at that time, resigned in my favor and 
the appointment1'was given to- me. 


After meeting the proper officers who 


told me what to-do and who assured me 
that they would-stand-by-''ine sfiould any 
one try to make me any trouble, I ac- 
cepted the appointment. I went to work 
with three or four men cutting and 
grubbing the center of the road. 


,We got on well until we reached that 


tract of land owned :by one Oiville W. 
Barnes, where we found a low wet place 
which we bridged over, using some .of 
the timber that was cut from said land 
in opening the road. It was not long 
after that I received summons to appear 
at.Southport (now Kenosha) to answer 
for tresspass. 


I did not-appear; but Barnes with .the 


noted attorney, E. C; Ryan, was on hand 
and got a judgment against me for about 
eighty dollars. 


So you see, I well remember the open- 


ing of the Milwaukeea Road from State 
street to the oldest Rapids road. 
I am glad to be able to say, that the 


road was opened and now is "known as 
Milwaukee avenue. -
